Planning  Commission 
Gives  Free  Pass  to 
Pipeline  Developments

Development  in  the  eastern 
neighborhoods,  which  is  poised 
to  draw  tens  of  thousands  of  new 
residents  and  workers  to  the  area, 
will  prompt  the  need  for  more 
public  services,  including  open 
space,  cultural  amenities,  and  transit 
improvements,  However,  after  more 
than  a decade  of  planning  efforts,  how 
these  public  benefits  will  be  paid  for 
is  largely  unknown.  And  on  August 
30th,  the  Planning  Commission 
voted  to  essentially  exempt  existing 
development  proposals  - those  already 
in  the  “pipeline”  - from  having  to  pay 
for  public  benefits  while  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Community  Planning 
process  is  underway. 

The  planning  process  was 
launched  almost  a decade  ago. 
and  the  pipeline  is  now  crowded 
with  upwards  of  6,730  housing 
units;  3,220  in  Potrero  Hill  and  the 
Central  Waterfront  alone.  “How 
the  Planning  Commission  chooses 
to  handle  pipeline  projects  pretty 
much  determines  how  much  we 


can  expect  from  future  developer 
contributions  to  improve  Showplace 
Square  and  Dogpatch;  money  for  new 
open  spaces,  transit  improvements, 
affordable  housing,  community 
services,  etc.”  Tony  Kelly.  Potrero 
Boosters  Neighborhood  Association 
president,  explained. 

Planning  Department  staff 
had  recommended  that  pipeline 
residential  development  be 
charged  $10  a square  foot,  and  that 
commercial  development  be  assessed 
$4  a square  foot  to  help  pay  for 
public  benefits  while  the  planning 
process  is  completed.  However,  in 
a four  to  three  vote  the  Planning 
Commission  decided  to  exempt  all 
prior  development  applications 
from  paying  public  benefit  fees, 
and  to  require  future  residential 
developments  in  the  pipeline  to 
pay  just  $3  per  square  foot.  The 
decision,  if  left  intact  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  would  grandfather  in 
all  development  proposals  received 
over  the  last  few  years,  and  force

The  Great  Power  Plant  Flyer  Wars 


Neighbors  Stand  in 
Solidarity  Against  Crime

Earlier  this  summer  Potrero  Hill 
residents  received  a flyer  in  the  mail 
that  warned  that  “the  City  of  San 
Francisco  wants  to  replace  a fossil- 
fuel  burning  power  plant  in  Potrero 
Hill  with  three  new  ones.”  The 
flyer  was  produced  by  The  Close  It! 
Coalition,  which  in  the  parlance  of 
political  consultants,  is  an  astro-turf 
organization  created  by  Pacific  Gas 
& Electric  Company  (PG&E). 

The  Close  It!  Coalition's  website 
expresses  support  for  shutting-down 
the  almost  half-century  old  Potrero 
Power  Plant,  which  is  owned  by  Mirant 
Corporation,  by  2010,  and  replacing 
that  plant’s  power  generation  with 
such  “viable  options”  as  the  recently 
approved  400  megawatt  (MW)  Trans 
Bay  Cable  project,  increasing  in- 
City  transmission  capacity,  and 
energy  conservation.  However,  the 
Close  It!  Coalition  is  opposed  to 
the  natural  gas-burning  “peaker” 
plants  that  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utility  Commission  {SFPUC}  has 


been  trying  to  build  in  the  Dogpatch 
neighborhood  for  the  past  several 
years.  The  plants  were  given  to  the 
City  under  a deal  brokered  by  then 
Mayor  Willie  Brown  as  part  of  an 
energy  crises-era  legal  settlement. 

“When  we  received  the  PG&E 
flyer  we  were  outraged,”  said  Joe  Boss, 
a Dogpatch  resident  and  land  use 
consultant.  "After  some  discussion 
we  decided  to  fight  fire  with  fire  and 
do  our  own  flyer.”  A response  to 
the  Close  It!  Coalition’s  leaflet  was 
created  by  Boss  and  several  other 
local  activists  under  the  name  “Real 
Solutions.  Not  PG&E.” 

“I’ve  never  known  PG&E  to  do 
a strike  piece  one  at  a time.”  said 
Boss.  “I  think  we  all  recognized  that 
it’s  better  to  put  out  a small  fire  than 
a bunch  of  fires.  Let's  say  they  are 
trying  to  say  how  wonderful  they  are 
with  green  power,  You  don’t  get  just 
one  flyer.  You  get  more  than  one  flyer, 
you  get  a stuffer  in  your  bill,  you 
get  front-page  ads  in  the  Chronicle.

A recent  wave  of  petty  crimes 
over  the  past  two  months  has 
sparked  intensive  in-person  and 
internet  discussions  amongst 
Potrero  Hill  residents,  culminating 
in  an  ad  hoc  Crime  Watch  meeting 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  last  month.  At  the  meeting, 
Bayview  Police  Station  Captain 
Albert  Pardini  addressed  concerns 
about  several  loiterers  on  the  Hill, 
and  Safety  Awareness  for  Everyone 
(SAFE)  executive  director  Cindy 
Brandon  dispensed  advice  on  crime 
prevention  techniques. 

“I’m  scared  for  the  safety  of 
my  children,”  said  Barbara  Poliak, 
a Potrero  Hill  Parent  Association 
member  who  spearheaded  the  Crime 
Watch  meeting.  “When  I’ve  talked 
to  people  on  my  block,  we  agree  it’s 
like  an  epidemic.”  Potrero  Booster 
president  Tony  Kelly  agreed  that 


there’d  been  an  upswing  in  reports 
of  suspicious  behavior,  but  noted 
that  from  his  experience  crime  on 
the  Hill  occurs  in  cycles  that  peak 
and  then  ebb.  “It’s  a joke  at  the 
Boosters  meetings  that  the  most 
popular  meeting  of  the  year  is  always 
the  crime  meeting.”  said  Kelly  at  the 
Crime  Watch  meeting.  “We  are  here 
to  vent.” 

According  to  Captain  Pardini. 
Bayview  officers  responded  to  a 
number  of  burglary  calls  in  Potrero 
last  month,  focusing  their  efforts  on 
three  main  suspects.  As  September 
drew  to  a close,  police  officers 
responded  to  a burglary  in  progress 
at  the  500  block  of  Vermont  Street, 
and  eventually  detained  a suspect. 
The  perpetrator,  like  other  petty 
criminals  who  target  several  homes 
at  a time,  had  also  triad  to  break  into 
a house  on  the  200  block  of  Arkansas

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Publisher’s  View 

Running  For  San  Francisco

Southeast  San  Franciscans  face 
an  upcoming  election  in  which  an 
apparently  unbeatable  mayor  is 
essentially  unopposed  for  reelection, 
while  our  district  supervisor  is  term- 
limited  from  running  again.  Classic 
democratic  theory  might  suggest 
that  this  is  not  a good  situation. 
Competition,  after  all,  is  at  the  heart 
of  democracy,  and  the  way  we’re 
supposed  to  keep  our  politicians 
honest  is  with  the  semi-constant 
threat  that  we  can  toss  them  out  of 
office  if  we  don’t  like  what  they’re 
doing. 

In  reality,  this  competition  theory 
is  infrequently  applied.  Elected 
officials  rarely  lose  their  seats  unless 
they’re  abjectly  corrupt  or  ejected 
by  term  limits.  That’s  why  the 
current  Mark  Leno-Carol  Migden 
race  for  state  senate  is  so  notable: 
it’s  the  exception  to  the  rule.  Absent 
competition,  election  cycles  at  best 
prompt  good-hearted  politicians  to 
re-evaluate,  with  the  help  of  their 
constituents,  how  they’re  doing  and 
how  they  can  improve. 

It  takes  time  to  learn  how  to 
govern.  By  now  our  mayor,  a former 
small  business  owner,  and  our 
supervisor,  a former  electrician,  have 
had  sufficient  on-the-job  training  to 
move  past  the  political  apprenticeship 
stage.  That  is.  they  should  be  capable 
of  getting  things  done.  And  if  they’re 
going  to  make  a significant  difference 
in  our  lives,  and  our  City’s  future, 
they  need  to  get  to  work. 

It’s  time  for  the  mayor  to 
significantly  improve  management 
of  the  City’s  sprawling,  and  too 
often  unresponsive,  bureaucracy. 
The  Housing  Authority  is  bankrupt, 
the  Port  Authority  runs  on  funding 
fumes,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
little  to  be  proud  of,  and  the  Planning 
and  Public  Utility  Commissions  are 
widely  derided.  And  these  are  the 
larger  agencies  that  are  subjected  to 
some  media  scrutiny;  one  wonders 
what’s  going-on  at  lower-profile 
organizations.  The  mayor  could 
re-energize  these  and  other  city 
operations  by  tightening  the  budget 
screws.  Every  department  should  be 
required  to  adopt  and  periodically 
report  on  progress  towards  meeting 
tangible,  measurable  goals,  and  be 
regularly  examined  to  determine 
whether  their  programs  remain 
needed  and  cost-effective.  Likewise, 
as  with  the  federal  government, 
department  budgets  should  be 
subjected  to  quarterly,  policy-driven, 
apportionments,  in  which  funds 
are  only  released  if  a program  is 
accomplishing  its  goals.  What’s 
more,  commissions  populated  by 
unelected  appointees  should  be  either 


abolished  or  radically  improved. 

Southeast  San  Francisco  land  use 
issues  need  to  become  a top  priority. 
While  half-century  old  housing 
complexes  literally  molder  into  dust, 
we’re  building  a brand  new  city  amidst 
the  existing  Bayview- Hunters  Point, 
South  of  Market.  Mission,  Mission 
Bay,  and  Potrero  Hill  neighborhoods. 
A date-certain  plan  needs  to  be 
developed  to  re-build  existing  public 
housing.  Simultaneously,  the  mayor 
and  our  supervisor  can  substantially 
influence  whether  sustainable, 
livable  communities  or  alienating, 
insipid  buildings  are  created.  A 
notable  financing  mechanism  on 
new  development  - developer  fees; 
special  districts  - should  be  imposed 
immediately  so  that  the  City  has  the 
funds  it  needs  to  invest  in  public 
services  and  amenities.  The  mayor 
should  appoint  a southeast  land  use 
czar  - an  individual  with  impeccable 
planning  and  political  credentials 

- who  has  the  ability  to  knock 
bureaucratic  and  developer  heads 
together,  and  who  can  regularly 
brief  the  mayor,  supervisors,  and 
the  public  on  the  progress  being 
made  to  address  financing,  zoning, 
transportation,  affordable/public 
housing  and  visual  goals.  We’re 
planting  the  seed  for  our  future  right 
now,  under  this  mayor’s  and  this 
supervisor’s  watch;  they  need  to  rise 
to  the  occasion. 

A park  the  size  of  Golden  Gate 
can  be  stitched  together  with  the 
land  bordering  freeways,  schools 
and  public  buildings,  locked-up  in 
traffic  medians  and  circles,  or  under 
the  Port  Authority’s  control.  A 
comprehensive  census  of  these  lands 
should  be  conducted,  and  a plan 

- including  financing  mechanisms 

- developed  to  reclaim  them,  to 
the  extent  possible,  as  contiguous 
habitat  for  indigenous  species,  or 
at  minimum  as  attractive,  publicly 
usable  space. 

And  the  City  needs  to  get  a grip 
on  its  energy  future.  The  Potrero 
Power  Plant  should  be  closed.  A 
blueprint,  again  including  financing 
mechanisms,  should  be  developed  to 
create  a diverse,  dispersed,  energy 
infrastructure  that  firmly  shifts 
control  to  energy  users  and  reduces 
our  impact  on  the  earth  and  the 
atmosphere. 

Our  mayor  and  supervisor  can 
spend  their  final  terms  without 
worrying  about  being  thrown  out 
of  office.  They  should  channel  the 
energy  that  would  otherwise  be  spent 
campaigning  for  votes  campaigning 
for  a better  San  Francisco.  The 
opportunity  is  there;  they  just  need 
to  seize  it.

Supervisor  Changes  Staff, 
Again 

District  10  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell  has  changed  staff  again, 
welcoming  Jon  Lau  to  her  office’s 
team.  Unlike  Newsom,  Maxwell 
doesn’t  appear  to  be  seeking  the 
sexy  political  “tabula  rasa”  look,  but 
rather  has  a hard  time  keeping  people 
in  her  employment.  With  the  notable

edges.  The  rumors  drifting  around 
Potrero  Hill  have  proved  true;  a 
cohort  of  ex-Mani-Pedi  employees 
filed  a complaint  against  their  former 
boss,  Kelly  Hensley,  earlier  this 
summer  for  a number  of  alleged 
offenses,  ranging  from  “failure  to 
pay  overtime”  to  “termination  in 
violation  of  public  policy.  ” Plaintiffs 
Thi  “Vicky”  Truong.

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A Conversation  with  City 
Attorney,  and  Dogpatch 
Resident,  Dennis  Herrera

Recently  I spoke  with  one  of 
our  neighborhood’s  better-known 
residents,  San  Francisco  City 
Attorney  Dennis  Herrera,  who  lives 
with  his  wife  Anne  and  their  son 
Declan  in  Dogpatch.  Dennis  and 
Anne  are  relative  pioneers  to  the 
area,  having  moved  into  their  now 
restored  Victorian  almost  a decade 
and  a half  ago.  Like  many  residents, 
Herrera  is  concerned  about  ongoing 
land  use  changes,  particularly  related 
to  how  to  integrate  higher-density 
development  with  the  existing 
neighborhood,  the  threat  of  greater 
traffic  congestion,  and  other  quality 
of  life  issues. 

“Certainly,  our  neighborhood  is 
transforming,  but  so  is  every  other 
neighborhood  in  San  Francisco. 
That’s  what  cities  do.  They  grow,  they 
evolve  and  the  challenge  is  to  channel 
that  growth  in  a sensitive  manner, 
one  that  takes  into  account  the  needs 
of  residents,  as  well  as  the  needs  of 
development.”  said  Herrera. 

Herrera  points  to  the  Esprit 
Lofts  project  as  a potentially  positive 
neighborhood  asset.  In  addition  to 
housing,  he  hopes  the  development 
will  prompt  the  creation  of  new  retail 
outlets  and  restaurants.  And,  in 
contrast  to  some  of  his  neighbors,  who 
have  mixed  feelings,  he’s  generally 
supportive  of  the  new  T-Third  light 
rail  line.  As  a former  member  of 
San  Francisco’s  Transportation 
Commission,  Herrera  is  something

of  a train  buff  and  occasionally  takes 
the  T-Third  to  work.  He  admits  to 
being  disappointed  at  the  line’s 
troubled  start  - which  included  slow, 
or  no,  train  cars  - but  appreciates 
the  fact  that  Muni  “stepped-up”  and 
quickly  resolved  many  of  the  issues. 
“Twenty  minutes  from  the  front  door 
of  my  home  to  the  door  of  my  office  is 
pretty  dam  good,”  he  concluded. 

The  Herrera  family  can  often 
be  found  at  many  of  the  Hill’s  finer 
establishments,  including  Piccino, 
Farley’s  Cafe,  and  Goat  Hill  Pizza. 
Mits  Akashi,  owner  of  Moshi  Moshi, 
is  always  happy  to  see  Dennis  and 
Declan,  both  of  whom  love  to  eat 
sushi  and  watch  the  Giants  games  on 
the  restaurant’s  television. 

No  conversation  with  the  City 
Attorney  would  be  complete  without 
mention  of  his  office’s  recent  gang 
injunctions.  Usually  soft-spoken, 
Herrera  becomes  energized  as  he 
talks  about  the  importance  of  keeping 
young  people  safe.  “The  kids  in  our 
city  should  not  have  to  live  in  fear  of 
their  lives.  They  shouldn’t  be  afraid 
of  going  to  school,  to  the  park,  to 
church  or  anywhere  else,  and  getting 
caught  in  a gang  crossfire.”  His 
hand  tapping  the  table  for  emphasis, 
Herrera  states  that  as  the  city’s 
top  lawyer,  making  San  Francisco 
safe  for  all  of  its  citizens  is  a top 
priority.

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Food  Bank  Dishes  it  Out

Eighty-two-year-old  Potrero 
Hill  resident  Linda  Wong  spends  the 
first  two  Thursdays  of  every  month 
working  at  the  San  Francisco  Food 
Bank’s  bustling  headquarters,  located 
at  900  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  Wong, 
who’s  been  a volunteer  for  the  past 
six  years,  is  one  of  1 2 .000  individuals 
who  contribute  66,000  hours  annually 
to  the  Food  Bank.  Volunteers  come 
to  the  Food  Bank  as  walk-ins,  or  are 
referred  from  RSVP  of  San  Francisco 
and  Alameda,  an  organization  that 
matches  individuals  over  55-years- 
old  with  service  opportunities, 
corporate  volunteer  programs,  and 
even  the  City’s  Project  20,  where 
volunteers  can  work  off  their  parking 
tickets.  The  volunteer  crew  is 
equal  to  33  full-time  staff.”  says  Sam 
Marcum,  the  Food  Bank’s  volunteer 
coordinator. 

According  to  the  Food  Bank’s 
2006  Annual  Report,  150,000  San 
Franciscans  - almost  20  percent  of  the 
population  - are  at  risk  for  hunger.  In 
response  to  this  need,  and  in  addition 
to  holiday  and  emergency/disaster 
programs,  the  Food  Bank  maintains 
171  pantry  sites  at  schools,  churches 
and  community  centers,  where  fresh 
produce,  bread,  meat  and  packaged 
goods  are  distributed  to  13,000  low- 


income  households.  In  addition,  the 
Healthy  Children  Program  dispenses 
nutritious  foods  at  schools  and  after- 
school programs.  All  told,  the  Food 
Bank  will  deliver  28  million  pounds 
of  food  to  hungry  San  Franciscans 
this  year  through  its  partnerships 
with  more  than  600  community 
agencies. 

The  Food  Bank’s  headquarters  is 
stuffed  with  food-laden  shelves  that 
reach  almost  to  the  ceiling;  everything 
from  soup  - tomato’s  a big  favorite 
- to  nuts,  including  10,000  pounds  of 
peanuts  that  volunteers  were  called 
on  to  sort  into  two-pound  packages. 
Large  walk-in  freezers  house  frozen 
foods  and  perishables  like  yogurt 
and  milk;  milk  is  fresh  well  past  its 
“sell  by”  dates,  according  to  Food 
Bank  staff.  The  food  is  donated  by 
supermarket  chains,  wholesalers, 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  food  drives  sponsored  by  local 
media  and  the  U.S.  Postal  Service. 
It’s  challenging,  however,  to  ensure 
that  people  have  access  to  healthy 
food.  "Junk  food  is  easy  to  come  by 
among  our  families,”  says  the  Food 
Bank’s  Marcum.  However,  last 
year,  the  Farm  to  Family  program 


enabled  the  Food  Bank  to  give-away 
more  than  10  million  pounds  of  fresh 
produce,  and  nearly  half  the  food 
distributed  by  the  Food  Bank  consists 
of  vegetables  and  fruits. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  volunteer 
Linda  Wong.  On  a Thursday  morning 
last  summer,  Wong  was  picking 
through  enormous  boxes  of  fresh 
pears  and  placing  them  in  smaller 
containers.  She  inspects  them  to 
find  fruit  that’s  gone  bad.  Even  the 
unacceptable  ones  aren’t  wasted; 
they’re  sent  off  to  a pig  farmer. 
On  another  day  she  may  downsize 
enormous  bags  of  rice  into  family- 
size  containers.  Or  may  evaluate 
"shiners;”  cans  that  are  donated 
by  manufacturers  because  of  minor 
flaws,  such  as  label-misprints,  or 
extra  peaches  in  a fruit  cocktail. 
Shiners  typically  come  without 
labels;  volunteers  label  the  cans  that 
pass  quality  checks. 

Wong’s  energy  belies  her  age. 
"I  enjoy  getting  away  from  the 
house,"  she  says,  "and  this  isn’t 
hard  work.  It’s  enjoyable  doing 
something  worthwhile,  and  you 
meet  a lot  of  people.”  Wong  is  one 


of  a couple  of  multigenerational 
families  volunteering  at  the  Bank. 
Among  them  is  Wong’s  17-year-old 
granddaughter  Bonita  on  her  summer 
vacation  from  high  school;  Wong’s 
daughter  Joan  also  occasionally 
volunteers. 

Robert  Alvarez,  a Food  Bank 
assistant  volunteer  supervisor, 
oversees  the  pear  production  line, 
as  the  boxes  are  sealed  by  others 
and  sent  on  their  way.  When  asked 
about  the  older  adults  like  Wong, 
his  response  is  immediate:  “[Thej 
seniors  are  the  best  group  I’ve  ever 
had.  They're  consistent.  They're 
reliable.  They’ve  showed  me  how  to 
do  things.”  And,  happily,  for  people 
like  Linda  Wong,  volunteering  has 
become  a family  affair. 

The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
has  volunteer  opportunities  for 
every  age  group  and  interest,  from 
food  sorters  to  food  distributors 
to  administrative  assistants,  and 
is  always  in  need  of  contributions, 
especially  as  the  holiday  season 
approaches.

While  parents  choose  schools  for  their  children  based  on  a number  of  factors,  and  test  scores  can  be  mis-leading,  they  do  provide 
insights  into  how  effectively  our  schools  are  teaching  English,  math,  and  science.  The  scores  above  are  for  fifth-grade  only.  Grattan 
Elementary  School’s  fifth  grade  class  demonstrated  remarkably  higher  test  scores  - more  than  double,  for  English  and  science  - this  year 
as  compared  to  last.  Clarendon's  math  test  scores  have  increased  steadily,  while  Buena  Vista’s  have  gone  in  the  opposite  direction.  And 
Daniel  Webster  has  steadily  improved  in  science  (the  science  portion  of  Standardized  Testing  and  Reporting  was  not  given  in  2003).  Not 
included  in  the  table  are  San  Francisco’s  lowest-scoring  schools  in  English:  Life  Learning  Academy  Charter  School;  or  math,  Gloria  R. 
Davis  Middle  School;  or  its  highest  scoring  school  in  English,  Lowell  High  School.

A Tribute  to  Mathew  Wilson

As  the  Dogatch  neighborhood 
continues  its  transition  from  a funky, 
hidden,  jewel  to  the  trendy,  condo- 
centric. neighborhood  du  jour,  it’s 
worth  taking  time  to  pay  tribute 
to  one  of  our  oldest  and  dearest 
residents;  Mathew  Wilson.  Matt 
was  one  of  the  first  people  I met  when 
my  family  moved  into  our  house  on 
Minnesota  Street  two  decades  ago. 
I remember  Matt’s  ready  smile  and 
firm.  dry.  handshake  welcoming 
me  as  he  introduced  himself. 
Matt  was  a wealth  of  information 
about  Dogpatch’s  history  and  the 
various  characters  who  lived  in  the 
community.  He’d  worked  on,  if  not 
installed,  most  of  the  plumbing  along 
our  block,  and  was  familiar  with 
the  myriad  and  complex  mysteries 
of  Victorian  plumbing.  I remember 
noting  that  this  was  a valuable  man 
to  have  as  a neighbor. 

Mathew  Wilson  was  born  April 
4.  1922  in  Orange  Bend,  Florida, 
an  Orlando  suburb.  Raised  by  his 
grandparents,  he  started  working 
in  the  citrus  groves  at  the  age  of 
14.  After  spending  three  years  in 
the  military,  Matt  moved  to  San 
Francisco  and  became  an  apprentice 
at  a local  plumbing  firm,  living 
on  the  premises.  In  1965  Matt  met 
his  wife  Hazel,  with  whom  he  has 
been  with  for  more  than  40  years. 
In  the  early-1970's  Matt  and  Hazel 
moved  into  their  current  house  on 
Minnesota  Street,  and  Matt  started 
his  own  plumbing  business.  Over  the 


next  several  years  Matt  worked  on 
hundreds  of  houses  around  the  City, 
and  earned  a reputation  as  an  honest 
and  hard-working  plumber  who  did 
quality  work  at  a fair  price. 

Hazel  tells  stories  of  Matt’s 
numerous  cats  and  dogs,  who’d  wait 
eagerly,  ears  cocked,  for  the  sound  of 
Matt’s  old  Ford  van  as  he  came  home 
from  work.  Always  ready  to  lend  a 
hand  or  offer  plumbing  tips  with  his 
ready  smile,  Matt  was  a welcome 
neighborhood  fixture,  popular  with 
grownups  and  kids  alike. 

I can  imagine  Matt  laughing  and 
shaking  his  head  at  all  the  changes 
occurring  in  his  once  quiet,  little 
Dogpatch.  Where  not  so  long  ago 
it  was  easy  to  find  a parking  space 
in  front  of  your  house,  you  now 
consider  yourself  lucky  to  find  a space 
anywhere  on  the  block  before  some 
Silicon  Valley  train  commuter  grabs 
the  few  remaining  spots  available. 

During  the  last  year  we  began 
to  see  less  of  Matt  and  noticed  the 
conspicuous  absence  of  his  cranky, 
old,  blue  utility  van.  According  to 
Hazel,  Matt  has  been  stricken  with 
colon  cancer  and  dementia.  Matt 
now  spends  most  of  his  time  at  their 
other  house  in  East  Palo  Alto,  and 
doesn’t  get  up  to  San  Francisco 
much  any  more.  That  old  blue  van 
and  Mathew’s  ready  smile  and  firm 
handshake  are  missed  by  all  of  us 
who  were  lucky  enough  to  know  him 
during  his  prime  Dogpatch  days.

Q:  I’ve  lived  on  the  Hill  for  two 
years.  Last  month  my  wife  and  I took 
our  children  to  a popular  Potrero  Hill 
restaurant,  which  we’ve  previously 
enjoyed.  My  wife  arrived  first  with 
our  kids,  was  joined  by  another 
family,  and  our  party  was  seated,  I 
ran  late  from  work.  When  I arrived 
I was  told  there  are  no  "add-ons,” 
I could  not  stay,  and  had  to  leave 
the  restaurant.  I found  this  very 
unfair  as  I couldn’t  join  my  family 
for  dinner,  even  though  there  was 
space  at  the  table.  Was  the  restaurant 
wrong  to  make  me  leave?  Even  if  they 
were  busy? 

A:  Separating  a father  from 
dinner  with  his  family  might  seem 
unfeeling,  but  it  isn't  necessarily 
wrong.  When  restaurants  get  super 
busy  they  need  to  find  ways  to 
manage  their  customers’  demands  in 
a manner  that’s  fair  to  the  majority 
of  their  patrons.  While  in  this  case 
the  seating  rules  may  have  caused  an 
inconvenience  for  you.  your  lateness 
caused  an  inconvenience  to  the 
restaurant  staff  and  patrons  who  had 
followed  the  rules  and  waited  their 
turn.  In  the  future  it  would  be  best  to 
check  in  advance  of  arriving  whether 
a restaurant’s  has  a policy  that  it  will 
only  seat  full  parties. 

Q:  I live  on  Potrero  Avenue, 
onto  which  our  garage  opens.  The 
sidewalk  curb  juts  into  our  driveway 
a bit.  As  a result,  even  if  cars 
are  parked  legally,  they  block  our 
di’iveway,  though  we  can  still  squeeze 
our  car  out.  But  if  cars  stick-out 
beyond  the  curb  by  even  one  foot, 
it’s  challenging  to  get  in  and  out,  and 
beyond  that  virtually  impossible.  To 
make  things  worse,  the  legal  parking 
space  at  the  spot  is  too  small  for  two 
cars,  but  much  larger  than  for  one. 
Temptation  gets  the  better  of  most 
people.  For  many  months  I’d  ring 
my  neighbors’  doorbells  in  search  of 
the  owner  of  a vehicle  blocking  our 
driveway,  asking  them  to  tell  their 
visitors  to  move  their  cars.  But  my 
generous  behavior  has  only  attracted 
repeat  offenders.  I had  the  City  cite  a 
vehicle  for  the  first  time  last  month. 
Next  time  I won’t  hesitate  to  tow. 
Am  I doing  the  right  thing?  Should 
I tow  only  blatant  violators,  or  even 
marginal  offenders  who  nevertheless 
prevent  me  from  getting  my  car 
out? 

A;  You’re  experiencing  the 
classic  San  Franciscan  dilemma 
- accommodating  the  City’s  parking 
shortage,  which  we  all  experience, 
without  inconveniencing  yourself. 
Over  time  communities  develop  their 
own  spoken  or  unspoken  standards 
for  common  civic  matters,  such  as 
just  slightly  overhanging  a driveway 
with  your  parked  car.  However,  in 
San  Francisco  folks  move  often, 
and  frequently  don’t  take  the  time

or  have  the  opportunity  to  get  to 
know  their  neighbors.  Speak  to  your 
immediate  neighbors,  telling  them 
that  overhanging  cars  are  a significant 
inconvenience  to  you,  and  that  you’ll 
have  cars  towed  if  they  park  illegally. 
Let  them  know  that  overhanging,  or 
worse,  explicit  blocking,  makes  it 
dangerous  to  enter  or  exit;  you  might 
scrape  your  car  or  theirs  accidentally. 
Then  be  consistent.  If  your  neighbors 
understand  that  you'll  have  cars 
towed  every  time,  they’ll  respond 
by  consistently  informing  their 
guests  about  the  parking  situation. 
You  might  also  post  a sign  in  front 
of  the  curb  indicating  that  cars 
will  be  towed  if  they  cross  into  the 
driveway.  If  you  follow  these  steps 

- communicate  and  be  consistent 

- things  just  might  improve  on  your 
block. 

Q;  I conduct  research  at  a public 
laboratory.  One  of  my  main  roles  is 
to  advise  and  educate  the  graduate 
students  with  whom  I work.  Most  of 
the  students  are  funded  through  my 
grants,  and  I often  find  myself  in  the 
following  dilemma:  I have  funding 
to  produce  a certain  product  by  a 
certain  time,  with  some  of  the  monies 
provided  to  a graduate  student  to 
conduct  supporting  research.  The 
student  doesn’t  produce  on  time,  and 
I have  to  step-in  at  the  last  minute  to 
complete  the  work.  In  the  end  I get 
the  work  done,  thereby  fulfilling  my 
obligation  to  produce,  but  the  student 
doesn't  get  to  figure  out  how  to  do  the 
work  on  their  own.  thereby  failing 
in  my  educational  responsibilities. 
Is  it  appropriate  for  me  to  take  the 
job  away  from  a student,  or  should  I 
pursue  another  course  of  action,  such 
as  set  performance  benchmarks  with 
termination  consequences? 

A;  A friend  of  mine  recently 
had  a similar  dilemma,  though 
at  a less  sophisticated  level.  It 
involved  mowing  the  lawn  for  a 
neighbor  after  his  son  had  been 
paid  to  do  so  and  had  blown-off 
the  task.  The  dad  stepped  in  to  save 
the  relationship,  but  was  concerned 
about  the  message  that  it  sent  to  his 
son  about  work  ethics.  In  his  case 
and  in  yours,  it’s  time  for  "tough 
love”.  You  need  to  establish  concrete 
expectations  with  your  students  and 
there  must  be  consequences  for  not 
following  through.  If  your  students’ 
performance  is  tied  to  a grade, 
evaluation  or  financial  aid  you  might 
inspire  a better  work  output.

Going  to  War

It’s  written  in  the  Qur’an  that 
Muhammad,  a man  of  noble  lineage 
fall'en  on  hard  times,  became  the 
rasul  (messenger)  of  the  one  God 
Allah,  through  his  empathy  for 
the  poor,  hard  work,  the  love  of 
his  wife,  and  divine  revelation. 
He  and  his  followers  founded  the 
first  umma  (muslim  community)  at 
Yathrib  (today  known  as  Medina 
or  the  City  of  the  Prophet),  where 
Muhammad  managed  a burgeoning 
empire  whose  military  expeditions 
and  trade  networks  spread  Islam’s 
message  of  submission  and  sacrifice 
to  God. 

In  spite  of  his  strong  leadership 
and  organizational  skills,  Muhammad 
died  without  establishing  rules  of 
succession.  A fault  line  over  who 
was  to  be  his  proper  heir  opened 
between  the  Sunni,  whose  Caliph,  or 
successor  of  the  messenger  of  God, 
were  chosen  based  on  their  power 
and  influence;  and  the  Shi’a,  whose 
Imam,  spiritual  and  political  leaders 
shared  the  prophet’s  bloodline  and, 
by  extension,  his  mystical  connection 
to  the  supernatural. 

In  Iraq  the  majority  Shi’a 
population  was  long  suppressed  and 
marginalized  by  a Sunni  minority 
which  held  virtually  all  the  positions 
of  power  in  Saddam  Hussein’s  Ba’ath 
party.  After  the  American  invasion 
in  2003  the  Interim  Iraqi  Government 
and  the  Coalition  Provisional 
Authority  instituted  a “one  man, 
one  vote”  election  policy,  blessed 
by  Grand  Shi’a  Ayatollah  Ali  al- 
Husayni  Sistani,  which  brought  the 
Shi’ite  majority  to  power. 

Ousted  from  power  by  the 
Americans,  and  having  boycotted  the 
elections,  Sunni  insurgents  sought 
to  over-turn  the  election’s  results 
militarily,  in  part  by  accepting  the 
help  of  foreign  Islamic  extremists. 
Left  with  only  the  shattered  remnants 
of  Saddam  Hussein’s  war  machine 
and  believing  the  Americans  were 
incapable  of  providing  security, 
Shi’a  militias  responded  to  Sunni 
suicide  bombings  by  seeking  military 
training  and  resources  from  Iran. 

But  the  Sunnis,  who  once  believed 
A1  Qaeda  operatives  would  help  them 
take  back  Iraq,  now  see  these  foreign 
fighters  as  terrorist  occupiers.  And 
in  response  to  Sunni  terrorism  the 
Shi’a  transitioned  from  “quietism”  to 
brutal  militia  campaigns  that  verge 
on  ethnic  cleansing. 


It’s  within  this  context  that,  with 
several  months  of  training  behind  us, 
my  four-person  Human  Teirain  Team 
left  Fort  Leavenworth  in  Kansas  for 
Fort  Bragg  in  North  Carolina,  home 
of  the  82nd  Airborne  and  our  point 
of  departure  to  the  Middle  East.  We 
had  no  set  schedule  for  deployment; 
morning  reports  had  us  leaving 
the  same  or  next  day,  but  by  the 
afternoon  update  we’d  be  on  hold  for 
weeks. 

We’d  resigned  ourselves  to  a long 
wait  when  we  heard  that  there  might 
be  space  for  us  on  a military  charter 
flight.  However,  there  was  a chance 
that  we  could  show-up  with  all  our 
gear  and  find  out  that  all  the  seats 
had  been  taken.  Our  experienced 
and  resourceful  lieutenant-colonel, 
who  has  been  deployed  to  Iraq  seven 
times,  weighed  the  options  and  told 
us  to  pack  for  the  show. 

At  8:30  p.m.  we  arrived  to  a surreal 
scene  as  hundreds  of  soldiers  and 
tons  of  equipment  were  assembled  on 
the  dimly-lit  airfield  to  be  weighed. 
My  team  carries  far  more  equipment 
than  an  average  soldier  is  allowed 
- enough,  as  our  sergeant  says,  “to 
start  a small  dot  com  business.”  If 
we  tip  the  scales  we  won’t  be  allowed 
on  the  plane.  As  we  wait  on  the 
tarmac  for  the  go/no-go  decision  my 
cell  phone  rings;  it’s  a student  who 
wants  a grade  change.  As  I explain 
my  predicament  to  her  word  comes 
that  we’re  confirmed  for  Kuwait.  Our 
gear  is  loaded  on  the  plane  and  we’re 
transferred  to  the  Green  Room,  where 
paratroopers  assemble  before  a jump, 
to  await  our  1:50  p.m.  departure. 

Amid  the  tailgate  party 
atmosphere  and  seasoned  veterans 
are  signs  of  fragile  youth.  A young 
female  soldier  holds  a teddy  bear; 
a young  man  with  a high  and  tight 
haircut  and  shoulder  holster  clutches 
the  complete  Harry  Potter  collection. 
And  across  the  hanger  a soldier  sobs 
loudly  when  we’re  told  to  form  up. 

Eighteen  hours  later  we  arrive 
in  Kuwait,  tumble  off  the  plane 
and  into  buses  for  the  ride  to  Camp 
Buerhing,  a giant  military  staging 
area,  In  the  120-degree  heat  we  pass 
ultra  modern  high-rises.  Bedouins 
living  in  tents  with  camels  outside, 
and  desert  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see. 


At  the  military  base  American, 
Ugandan,  Pakistani,  Maori,  Filipino 
and  Nepalese  contractors  idly  hang 
around  in  knots.  During  our  travels 
our  team’s  young  lieutenant  seems 
to  change  from  being  lost  and  out  of 
sorts  during  training  to  a steely-eyed 
warrior-in-waiting,  admonishing 
young  soldiers  who  don’t  salute  our 
lieutenant-  colonel. 

A few  days  later  we’re  told  to  put 
on  our  bulletproof  vests  and  helmets 
in  preparation  for  our  flight  to  Iraq  on 
a C-130  cargo  plane.  We’re  given  ear 
plugs,  hustled-up  a rear  ramp,  and 
crammed  into  a cavernous  airframe 
with  uncomfortable  seats,  exposed 
wiring,  and  no  temperature  control. 
Once  airborne  the  heat  is  stifling 
and  the  noise  from  the  turbo  props  is 
deafening  (two-weeks  later  we’ll  still 
cup  our  ears  and  say  “what?!  ”)  as  we 
sit  in  light-disciplined  darkness  so 
the  plane  is  invisible  to  anyone  with 
a shoulder-fired  missile.  When  the 
plane  takes-off  and  lands  the  pilot 
performs  a series  of  stomach-turning 
cork  screw  evasive  maneuvers,  and 
the  two  deck  officers  stare  through 
infrared  goggles  to  try  and  detect 
small  arms  fire  or  missile  launches 
directed  against  us. 

This  second  to  last  leg  of  our 
journey  takes  us  into  Iraq,  where 
we  land  at  the  enormous  Balad  Air 
Force  base  and  are  taken  by  shuttle 
bus  to  the  adjacent  Camp  Anaconda 
for  billeting.  As  we  ride  from  one 
side  of  the  Balad/Anaconda  complex 
- also  know  as  “Mortoritaville”  for 
the  frequency  of  mortor  attacks  - to 
the  other  I begin  to  realize  that  the 
size  and  complexity  of  our  Iraqi

operations  make  a six-  to  12-month 
phased  withdrawal  logistically 
impossible.  At  transient  housing 
we  met  a lost  soldier,  detached  from 
his  unit  and  unsure  how  to  regain 
contact.  He’s  not  the  first  or  last 
fighter  we  encounter  who’s  lost  or 
left  behind  by  the  immense  military 
logistical  system. 

The  next  night  we  haul  ourselves 
and  our  equipment  aboard  a Chinook 
helicopter,  which  looks  like  a giant 
version  of  the  Oscar  Mayer  Weiner 
mobile  painted  military  green, 
bristling  with  weaponry  and  outfitted 
with  front  and  back  rotors.  I sit  near 
the  front  of  the  cargo  hold,  and  look 
out  the  machine  gunners’  window 
as  we  lift-off  into  the  night-time 
sky  and  fly  over  the  twinkling  lights 
of  what  seems  from  the  air  to  be  a 
beautiful,  tranquil  Baghdad. 

We  land  at  Forward  Operating 
Base  Taji,  which  sits  on  the  deadly 
border  between  the  Shi’ite-controUed 
Sadr  City  slum  and  the  Sunni 
Triangle,  where  the  ancient  ethno- 
religious schism  and  conflict  that 
began  soon  after  Muhammad’s  death 
continues  to  rage.

the  City  to  either  forgo  some  of 
the  public  benefits  needed  in  the 
area  or  find  alternative  sources  of 
funding  them.  According  to  Kelly, 
the  Planning  Commission’s  decision 
would  wipe-out  between  $20  and  $30 
million  in  potential  fees  for  public 
improvements. 

In  response  to  the  Planning 
Commission’s  action  roughly  30 
people  showed-up  at  a “Plan 
Potrero  HiU”  community  meeting 
last  month.  Kelly,  who  has  been 
leading  the  Dogpatch  Neighborhood 
Association.  Potrero  Booster,  and 
Potrero  Hill  Association  of  Merchants 
and  Businesses-based  planning 
effort,  kicked-off  the  gathering  by 
stating,  "No  matter  how  low  your 
expectations  are,  this  Planning 
Commission  will  disappoint  you. 
They’ve  been  ignoring  Potrero  Hill 
and  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and 
our  need  for  smart  development  for 
years.  Because  of  their  ignorance, 
we  have  to  work  now  to  make 
their  decisions  irrelevant  while 
we  plan  for  the  future  of  our  own 
neighborhoods.” 

Mission  Creek  resident  Corrine 
Woods  agreed,  “It  is  important 
that  all  projects  pay  public  benefits 
fees.”  Woods  called  on  community 
members  to  block  pipeline  projects 
from  moving  forward  until  public 
financing  issues  are  resolved, 
and  noted  that  one  of  the  biggest 
challenges  facing  the  neighborhood 
is  that  the  Planning  Department 
has  yet  to  quantify  the  amount. 


characteristics,  or  associated  cost  of 
the  public  benefits  likely  to  be  needed 
as  a result  of  new  development.  Until 
that’s  done  appropriate  fee  levels  can’t 
be  determined.  Community  members 
have  been  asking  that  an  analysis 
of  the  linkage  between  potential 
developments  and  needed  public 
improvements  and  the  associated 
costs  - called  a “nexus  study”  - be 
done  for  years. 

One  developer  who  attended  the 
meeting  disagreed  with  the  general 
sentiment  among  the  community 
members,  asserting  that  pipeline 
developers  are  already  making 
suitable  contributions  through 
existing  fees,  “What  if  the  federal 
government  just  decided  to  up  the 
income  tax  retroactively  an  additional 
five  percent?”  he  asked. 

According  to  the  Planning 
Department  a nexus  study  detailing 
appropriate  fee  levels  will  be  released 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  study,  as 
required  by  state  law.  must  show  a 
linkage  between  the  needed  public 
improvements  and  new  development 
in  order  to  charge  a fee.  While  the 
study  will  determine  the  amount  of 
funds  required.  Planning  Department 
staff  are  working  to  ensure  that  the 
fees  are  not  so  high  as  to  dissuade 
development  entirely. 

At  the  August  30th  Planning 
Commission  meeting  Planning 
Department  staff  explained  that  fees 
for  development  - known  as  impact 
fees  - will  not  be  the  only  means  of 
funding  the  public  benefits  prompted 
by  new  development.  Other  funding 
mechanisms  may  include  assessment

districts,  dedicated  tax  revenues  and 
state  and  regional  funding. 

Amidst  the  controversy  over 
financing  mechanisms,  the  Planning 
Department  is  completing  its 
draft  area  plans,  and  has  released 
preliminary  maps  for  the  proposed 
re-zoning  and  height  limits  for  the 
planning  areas.  Public  comments 
on  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Report  are  also  being  drafted. 

Plan  Potrero  Hill  intends  to  finish 
its  own  land  use  and  public  benefits 
recommendations  by  November.  A 
subcommittee  has  been  established 
to  work  on  setting  a standard  for 
how  much  public  benefits  should 
be  required,  and  to  determine 
appropriate  funding  to  ensure  it's 
attainable. 

At  a Board  of  Supervisors  meeting 
last  month,  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano 
proposed  an  ordinance  establishing

interim  zoning  controls  for  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Planning 
Area  which  would  deny  building 
permits  for  18  months  or  until 
area  plans  are  adopted.  Ammiano 
stated  that  “it  is  unconscionable 
that  projects  continue  to  be  green- 
lighted  with  no  collection  of  fees.” 
Ammiano  stated  that  the  Planning 
Commission’s  decision  is  “beyond 
reason.”  The  proposed  ordinance  was 
referred  to  committee  and  has  yet  to 
be  adopted.  If  it  is,  it  will  over-turn 
the  Planning  Commission’s  prior 
decision  to  waive  fees  on  pipeline 
projects.

That’s  just  good  marketing.  They  are 

very  good  business  people.” 

According  to  Darlene  Chiu, 
manager  of  PG&E’s  news  department, 
the  Close  It!  Coalition  was  formed 
three  years  ago  to  facilitate  closure 
of  the  utility’s  Hunters  Point  Power 
Plant,  which  was  made  possible  by 
the  construction  of  the  Jefferson- 
Martin  transmission  line.  “PG&E 
provided  and  continues  to  provide 
support  to  the  Coalition.” 

“We  consistently  hear  from  our 
customers  that  they  want  energy 
supplies  that  include  more  clean 
resources,”  said  Chiu.  “As  a result, 
we  cannot  support  the  new  power 
plants  when  our  analysis  shows 
there  is  a better,  cleaner  solution 
than  new  conventional  (i.e.,  fossil- 
fuel)  generation  to  meet  the  City’s 
needs.” 

However,  Real  Solutions,  Not 
PG&E,  suspects  that  PG&E  has  a 
different  motivation  to  be  opposed  to 
the  City’s  power  plants.  According 
to  their  flyer,  “What  is  PG&E  so 
afraid  of?  That  they  will  lose  their 
stranglehold  monopoly  on  San 
Francisco  energy,  because  these 
peaker  plants  will  be  city-owned.” 
The  City’s  power  facility  would 
be  built  by  J-Power  USA,  which 
would  operate  it  for  roughly  10  years. 
If  the  plant  is  still  in  use  thereafter 
it  could  be  operated  directly  by 
SFPUC  or  contracted  out  again  to 
a third-party.  “Although  it’s  not 
public  power,  it’s  non-PG&E  power, 
and  at  the  end  of  their  contract,  it 
becomes  San  Francisco  power,”  said 
Boss.  “San  Francisco  does  not  have 
the  mechanisms  in  place  — they’re 
working  toward  public  power  but 
they  haven’t  gotten  there  yet.” 

Although  Boss  acknowledges  that 
the  Close  It!  Coalition  is  accurate 
when  it  states  that  an  existing  fossil 
fuel  plant  would  be  replaced  by 
another  fossil  fuel  facility,  he  defends 
the  development  of  City-owned 
power.  “I  don’t  like  peaker  plants: 
they  are  fossil  fuel-fired,  and  building 


any  fossil  fuel  power  plant  goes 
against  my  knee-jerk  reaction,” 
said  Boss.  “However,  taken  as  a 
whole,  they  are  not  only  justifiable, 
but  desirable.  For  example,  we  are 
replacing  the  370  MW  Mirant  plant 
with  150  MWs  of  peaker  plants.  So 
we’re  going  in  the  right  direction. 
Also,  the  peaker  plants  are  not  cooled 
by  fSan  Francisco]  bay  water.  The 
Mirant  plant  is  using  somewhere 
in  the  neighborhood  of  250  million 
gallons  of  bay  water  a day.  When  it 
gathers  that  water  it  kills  juvenile 
fish  and  returns  the  water  back  into 
the  bay  at  about  100  degrees.” 

PG&E  sees  it  differently. 
“Instead  of  simply  adding  new 
generation,  the  better  solution  is 
to  lower  demand  through  energy 
efficiency  and  demand-response 
programs,  while  increasing  the 
ability  to  import  power  into  the  City 
from  existing  sources  elsewhere,” 
said  Chiu,  who  also  asserted  that 
the  recently  approved  Trans  Bay 
Cable  would  convey  energy  that’s 
significantly  less  polluting  than  the 
electricity  that  would  be  produced  by 
the  City’s  new  power  plants. 

Boss  said  that,  although  response 
to  the  flyer  has  been  difficult  to 
determine,  “We  were  successful 
in  achieving  our  goal,  which  was 
to  persuade  PG&E  that  there  was 
enough  will  to  push  back  against 
their  phony  claims.” 

Chiu  said  she  that  prior  to 
speaking  with  the  View  she  was  not 
aware  of  the  Real  Solutions,  Not 
PG&E  flyer. 

In  late-September  Brightline 
Defense  Project,  on  behalf  of  Bayview 
resident  and  long-time  community 
activist  Lynne  Brown,  Potrero  Hill 
resident  Regina  Hollins,  and  the 
A.  Philip  Randolph  Institute  filed 
suit  in  federal  district  court  to  stop 
construction  of  the  peaker  plants. 
The  suit  alleges  that  the  project’s 
environmental  impacts  have  been 
inadequately  studied,  and  that  there 
are  better  alternatives  to  replacing 
the  Mirant  Plant.

Street  on  the  same  night,  and  had 

stolen  a laptop  from  a home  on  17th 

Street. 

To  the  relief  of  many  Potrero 
Hill  residents,  the  elusive  Pedro 
Alvarez  — a loiterer  who  community 
members  suspected  was  responsible 
for  multiple  break-ins  — was  also 
caught  red-handed  with  stolen 
property  at  the  close  of  the  month. 
Since  Bayview  officers  had  recently 
arrested  Alvarez  on  a technicality  - 
he  had  never  completed  the  required 
paperwork  from  a 2005  indecent 
exposure  offense  - he  was  in  violation 
of  his  parole  when  he  was  arrested 
for  the  stolen  goods.  Alvarez’s  parole 
was  revoked,  and  he  was  sentenced 
to  90  days  in  jail. 

“We  were  in  the  habit  of  locking 
up  our  back  door  all  the  time  because 
of  this  man.”  said  one  resident, 
who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous. 
“But  since  Alvarez  was  arrested,  we 
believe  everyone  will  be  living  a little 
less  guarded,  and  hopefully  we  won’t 
be  looking  over  our  backs  every  few 
seconds,” 

Alvarez,  a 52-year-old  homeless 
man  from  Cuba,  was  described  by 
Bayview  Police  Sergeant  Demsey 
as  “a  Rasta  guy  with  a signature 
red  t-shirt.”  and  by  Pardini  as  “fast 
like  a squirrel.”  He  had  purportedly 
engaged  in  suspicious  behavior 
in  the  neighborhood  for  several 
months.  Residents  had  reported  him 
skulking  around  businesses,  fiddling 
with  locks,  or  making  profane,  lewd 
comments  to  pedestrians,  in  one  case 
to  a 14-year-old. 

Concern  over  Alvarez  is 


symptomatic  of  the  community’s 
ongoing  battle  with  misdemeanor 
crime  and  suspicious  behavior. 
Potrero  Hill  is  particularly  vulnerable 
to  larceny,  according  to  a map 
disseminated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  that  details  a high 
rate  of  vehicle  theft  and  burglary 
throughout  the  Hill  over  the  past 
two  months,  with  a concentration 
of  crimes  taking  place  south  of  23rd 
Street  near  Starr  King  Elementary 
School. 

However,  while  petty  crime  is  up, 
few  witnesses  have  come  forward. 
Without  witnesses,  especially  in 
cases  like  burglary,  it’s  very  difficult 
to  secure  an  arrest,  said  Sergeant 
Demsey.  who  heads  the  Potrero 
Hill  police  investigation  team 
and  who  trailed  Alvarez  leading 
up  to  his  arrest.  He  noted  that 
“opportunists  make  their  way  across 
the  community,”  while  Captain 
Pardini  reinforced  that,  “you  guys 
are  our  eyes  and  ears”  in  terms  of 
“commuter  criminals”  that  wend 
their  way  through  Potrero. 

Hands  poked-up  in  fast  succession 
at  the  meeting,  with  many  residents 
eager  to  commiserate  over  tales  of 
robbery  and  break-ins.  One  Missouri 
Street  resident  described  how  a 
perpetrator  had  leapt  over  two  six- 
foot  fences  to  steal  their  belongings. 
Booster  president  Kelly  said  his  car 
had  been  broken  into  twice.  Captain 
Pardini  mentioned  that  on  Rhode 
Island  Street  recently  someone  had 
walked  up  to  a halted  cab,  robbed 
the  driver  and  his  passengers,  and 
dashed  away.

Captain  Pardini  told  the  crowd 
that  the  Hill’s  experience  mirrors 
a “growing  national  trend.”  The 
perpetrators  are  often  15-  to  25-year- 
old  males  who  engage  in  repetitive 
crimes,  almost  like  a “full-time  job.” 
he  said.  These  young  males  scope-out 
the  most  vulnerable  pedestrians,  grab 
their  purse  or  cell  phone  and  run  off, 
often  leaving  the  victim  unable  to 
describe  the  suspect. 

Pardini  recommended  ways 
to  catch,  or  avoid,  criminals.  He 
advised  people  not  to  walk  around 
talking  on  their  cell  phones,  because 
it  reduces  their  peripheral  vision  and 
increases  their  vulnerability.  "These 
guys  love  that,”  he  said.  Pardini  also 
noted  that  picking-up  fingerprints  on 
smooth  objects  at  the  scene  of  a crime, 
though  a rare  phenomenon,  can  lead 
to  arrests.  The  audience  broke  into 
cheers  when  he  announced  that  his 
team  had  obtained  the  fingerprints  of 
one  perpetrator  on  the  Hill,  and  later 
matched  it  with  a suspect  arrested  in 
the  Mission. 

Another  strategy  employed  by 
the  police  is  to  build  a case  around  a 
suspected  drug  deal,  since  catching 
one  dealer  often  acts  as  a catalyst 
to  multiple  arrests,  according  to 
Pardini.  His  officers  once  obtained 
half  a dozen  arrests  after  a Potrero 
Hill  resident  reported  suspicious 
drug  dealing  behavior,  which  then 
led  to  a string  of  search  warrants 
against  third-party  buyers. 

SAFE  representative  Cindy 
Brandon  recommended  another 
tactic  to  curb  crime:  neighborhood 
watch  groups.  SAFE  provides  crime- 
prevention  education  and  community- 
based  communication  networks  for 
residents  and  businesses  throughout 
San  Francisco.  SAFE  helps 
residents  organize  block-by-block 
neighborhood  watch  groups,  which 
aim  to  teach  neighbors  what  does 
and  doesn’t  — constitute  suspicious 
behavior.  Neighborhood  vigilance 
helps  police  target  perpetrators 
more  efficiently,  and  increases 
neighborhood  safety  through 


networking.  Two  meeting  attendees 
had  already  started  neighborhood 
watch  groups  with  SAFE,  and  the 
majority  of  participants  were  eager 
to  activate  their  own. 

To  start  a watch  group,  residents 
should  recruit  several  neighbors 
to  form  a planning  committee  and 
arrange  for  SAFE  to  facilitate  the 
first  group  meeting.  SAFE  will 
provide  the  group  with  brochures  and 
meeting  invitations.  At  the  initial 
meetings  neighbors  will  learn  how 
to  develop  telephone  trees,  create 
block  maps,  discuss  each  other’s 
daily  patterns,  and  learn  how  to 
most  effectively  record  suspicious 
behavior  before  calling  911. 

Brandon  said  that  beat  officers 
from  Bayview  Police  Station  can  also 
attend  watch  meetings  to  address 
the  neighborhood’s  idiosyncratic 
concerns.  Although  SAFE  doesn’t 
have  statistics  on  crime  rates  before 
and  after  neighborhood  watch  groups 
are  conceived,  Brandon  said  that 
crime  typically  goes  down  after  a 
watch  group  is  organized,  and  calls 
reporting  suspicious  behavior  go 
up  “because  people  are  recognizing 
suspicious  activity." 

SAFE  will  also  conduct  a 
security  assessment  for  homes  and 
businesses,  and  residents  can  sign- 
up for  safe’s  monthly  newsletter. 
For  more  information  on  SAFE,  visit 
www.sfsafe.org,  or  call  553.1984. 
Captain  Pardini  encourages  residents 
who  notice  suspicious  activity  to 
call  the  non-emergency  police  line; 
553.0123.  “Passing  calls”  can  also 
be  requested,  in  which  officers  make 
several  drive-bys  to  a certain  area 
over  a period  of  time,  by  calling  the 
station  at  671.2300.  The  following 
officers  patrol  the  Potrero  Housing 
Development,  and  residents  can 
contact  them  by  cell  phone:  Officers 
Kelvin  Sanders  and  Alex  Rodatos  at 
509.1408;  and  Officers  Tim  Fowlie 
and  George  Ferraez  at  987.6389.
